Video released 
in bid to catch 
burglary gang

CCTV images and video have been 
released after a gang of bungling 
would-be burglars attempted to 
break into a home in Haverhill. 

Detectives from Suffolk Police 
have now launched a hunt for the 
failed criminals after the home was 
targeted by four men who were seen 
covering their faces when they spot¬ 
ted one of the cameras placed 
around the home. 

Police have released both moving 
and still images in the hunt for the 
gang which come from two camer¬ 
as, including one in the garden of 
the property. 

Footage of the would-be thieves’ 
antics were posted on YouTube and 
set to comedian Benny Hill’s signa¬ 
ture “chasing” music by The Edwin 
Davids Jazz Band. 

The video, which came from the 
victim’s home CCTV camera, was 
removed from the website by the 
owner of the house on Monday. 

The incident took place in Cardinal 
Way between 12.31-12.45pm on

Friday, April 10. 

A Suffolk Police spokeswoman 
said the men had their faces covered 
and were wearing gloves. 

They failed to gain access and 
nothing was stolen in the incident.

A COUNCILLOR who resigned amid 
allegations of racism is standing for 
election this May. 

Bryan Hawes stood down from his 
role as a UKIP town councillor for 
Haverhill North in September 2013, 
after colleagues reported him for 
breaching the code of conduct. 

Now he is standing for election, 
again as a UKIP candidate, as a town 
councillor for Haverhill Town (South), 
and as a borough councillor for 
Kedington. 

The incident that caused offence 
took place in July 2013, while Mr 
Hawes was giving out flyers promot¬ 
ing the Haverhill Summer Bash. 

He was with other councillors 
including Cllr Gary Stroud and Cllr 
Mauren Byrne outside Tesco in 
Cangle Road. 

He said at the time: “A young black 
bloke came out of Tesco and Stroudy 
(Cllr Stroud) went to give him a leaflet 
and I said: ‘Don’t give them to black 
people, we don’t want them on our 
rec.’” 

Mr Hawes said that he was “not 
aware that I had caused any offence 
to the person I was alleged to have 
offended” at the time, and that he 
made an apology to the councillor 
involved. 

After an official complaint was 
made and Mr Hawes received a letter 
from the Monitoring Officer, he 
decided to resign, “having felt I could 
not work in the same council as the 
persons who had reported me after 
having accepted my earlier apologies 
and also to protect the party’s image.” 

He said: “The Monitoring Officer

decided to take no further action and 
closed the case without further com¬ 
ment. He confirmed there was noth¬ 
ing to stop me standing for Council 
again as there was no stain on my 
character as far as he was concerned. 
And that is why I am now standing 
again, especially as the main 
complainant has now decid¬ 
ed not to stand again.” 

Julian Flood, UKIP parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for 
West Suffolk, said he was 
backing Mr Hawes. 

“Haverhill has folk of all 
races, nations and back¬ 
grounds happily getting on 
with their busy and produc¬ 
tive lives. What a shame that 
some people seem happy to put 
that reputation at risk to score nasty 
and unjustified political points. 

“UKIP is popular in Suffolk because 
we always put the interests of our 
residents first. I’m backing Haverhill 
and Kedington, and I’m backing 



Bryan because we know he is a decent 
man without a racist bone in his body. 

“On May 7th the people of Kedington 
will show what they think of this silly 
smear.” 

However, Labour Cllr Maureen 
Byrne, who is standing for town, 
borough and county council, 
said what Mr Hawes had done 
“was no joke”. 

“Bryan Hawes exhibited 
racist behaviour. What he 
did was no joke,” she said. 

“All the town councillors 
from all political groups 
were very upset at his 
behaviour. 

“We do not consider his 
conduct to have been a laugh¬ 
ing matter. 

“As town councillors we have 
responsibility to all our residents that 
they are treated with dignity and 
respect, regardless of race or colour. 

“The complaint councillors made 
was not for political gain.” 
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Hundreds turn out for run

Warning over 
shortfall of 
school places

PARENTS will today receive offers of 
primary school places for their children 
- but oversubscription in Haverhill 
means they may not get the offers they 
want. 

The manager of Suffolk County 
Council’s schools admissions team 
Sharon Halpin sent an email to head¬ 
teachers in Haverhill on April 1 about the 
issue. 

The message read: “Most of the 
schools in the town are oversub¬ 
scribed and we will not have 
enough places in the town for 
those where we are unable to 
offer any of their preferences. 

This will also be an issue when 
the late applications are pro¬ 
cessed.” 

The email also asks the head¬ 
teachers if they have space for 
any more pupils at the school, 
offering to provide extra “accom¬ 
modation” to the schools if necessary. 

Mayor of Haverhill Roger Andre said: 
“The letter now received from admis¬ 
sions reveals an appalling failure in the 


pupil places planning by Suffolk County 
Council.” Headteacher of Clements 
school Caroline Zwierzchowska-Dod 
said: “Oversubscription is a particular 
problem in Haverhill because we are a 
growing community. It’s great that fami¬ 
lies are moving here and want to access 
our schools. 

“Parents shouldn’t be worried because 
the local authority is working with us. 
Haverhill is full of excellent schools and 
places will be found for their children.” 

A county council spokesperson said: 
“An ever-growing population has 
applied huge pressure on the 
country as a whole in relation to 
finding new school places. 

“This applies to the whole of 
Suffolk as well as Haverhill 
specifically. 

“Suffolk County Council is 
working hard to ensure that as 
many children as possible are 
placed within their first prefer¬ 
ence school where possible.” 

Last year, 91 per cent of Suffolk 
pupils were offered places at their first 
choice school, and 97.8 per cent received 
an offer from one of their top three 
schools.

Hancock under 
fire over trip 
in private jet

A PARLIAMENTARY candi¬ 
date has received criticism 
for taking a private jet from 
Aberdeen to London - while 
serving as a minister for cli¬ 
mate change. 

Matthew Hancock, 

Conservative candidate for 
West Suffolk and government 
minister for energy and cli¬ 
mate change, was in Aberdeen 
on March 5 to meet Mexican 
president Enrique Pena Nieto. 

Although the main purpose 
of the meeting was to sign 
deals with oil and gas compa¬ 
nies, the UK and Mexican 
governments also signed 
agreements “to work together 
on sustainable and low-car¬ 
bon development”. 

Afterwards, Mr Hancock 
and other diplomats and offi¬ 
cials shared a private jet back 
to London, despite 16 flights 
from Aberdeen to London air¬ 
ports being scheduled that 
day. 

Labour parliamentary can¬ 
didate for West Suffolk Michael 
Jefferys said: “Mr Hancock 
appears to have no respect for 
the environment or for the 
costs to the public purse.” 

A spokesperson from the 
Department for Energy and

Climate Change said: “The 
Minister was in Aberdeen to 
meet with a foreign dignitary 
on energy and climate 
change. 

“He got a chartered flight 
together with senior diplo¬ 
matic officials for the return 
journey, to fit around diary 
commitments. 

“He was on official business 
and was helping to deliver a 
memorandum of under¬ 
standing.” 

A spokesperson for Mr 
Hancock said: “The state visit 
was a big day for the North 
Sea oil industry, which has 
had a difficult time recently. 
Matt was in Aberdeen to host 
the Mexican president and 
promote this great British 
industry. 


“He joined a flight with offi¬ 
cials and diplomats, which 
was full.” 

It has also emerged that Mr 
Hancock has received £18,000 
in donations from a well- 
known climate change scep¬ 
tic. According to official 
records, he has received five 
donations from Neil Record, 
who is on the board of the 
campaigning arm of the 
Global Warming Policy 
Foundation. This group aims 
to challenge government pol¬ 
icies to mitigate climate 
change. The most recent 
donation in November last 
year, was £4,000. 

Mr Jefferys said: “I would 
like to hear Matthew 
Hancock’s views on green 
issues after these revela¬ 
tions.” 

Niall Pettitt, West Suffolk 
candidate for the Green Party, 
said: “This demonstrates how 
the Conservatives continue 
to pander to the murky inter¬ 
ests of big multi-national 
companies and ignore very 
real risks that climate change 
presents to constituents liv¬ 
ing in agricultural, coastal 
and flood-prone areas.” 

A spokesperson for Mr 
Hancock said: “All donations 
are declared publicly and 
proper process followed.”

BROWN 

I HAVE read and digested your 
comments made in the Weekly 
News on April 2 in relation to the 
approved plans for 1,000 homes. 

I totally agree with all you have 
stated and I, like you, am 
concerned that the development 
will be built without proper 
infrastructure (case in example, 
The Rovers old site). 

I live within the facility where 
these newly-built homes will 
affect me in many ways. Selfish as 
it seems, and I am aware, I cannot 
put my leisure pursuits as a reason 
not to build. However, the land 
where the homes will be built is 
used, as you probably are aware, 
by many.

- the list is endless. 

It saddens me to think Haverhill 
community town will now be 
Haverhill commuter town.

He had previously pleaded not 
guilty, but changed his plea in court. 

Magistrates told him that if there 
were any future offences involving 
underage alcohol sales, the business’s 
licence could be in jeopardy. 

This follows a previous incident in 


2013 where the store sold a bottle of 
wine to a 16-year-old. 

Steve Greenfield, Suffolk County 
Council’s head of trading standards 
said: “There are simple steps a busi¬ 
ness can follow to prevent prosecu¬ 
tion, such as ensuring all staff are 
trained in the sale of age restricted 
products. 

“It is important to keep a written 
record of the training you have pro¬ 
vided, ensuring the records are 
signed and dated. 

“I would also encourage retailers to 


consider implementing a challenge 
25 policy to make it easier for staff to 
identify those under the age of 18 
years. 

“Should anyone have information 
on premises or areas of the County 
where they have concern that young 
people are obtaining alcohol, they 
can report it to Trading Standards on 
03454 040506 or tradingstandards@ 
suffolk.gov.uk.” 

The prosecution followed success¬ 
ful intervention by Suffolk Police and 
Suffolk Trading standards.

STARTING today and for the 
next week GreenClean’s eco- 
friendly car wash will be 
donating 10 per cent of its rev¬ 
enue to Water Aid. 

The offer is designed to draw 
attention to the Coldhams 
Road-based eco-wash facility 
which has a new filtration sys¬ 
tem where 96 per cent of the 
water involved is recycled. 

The service is based on a 
6,000-litre tank sunk 2.5 
metres under the workshop’s 
base. A chemical in the tank 
separates the dirt and water, 
which rises to the top (the 
tank is fully cleaned every six 
months), and the water then 
goes through a three-stage fil¬ 
tration process before flowing 
into the foul water - ie non¬ 
drinking water - system. 

“At GreenClean we under¬ 
stand that water is precious,” 
says GreenClean managing 
director Nadeem Bouzid, 
"which is why we have an on¬ 
site water recycling machine 
which allows us to recycle 96 
per cent of the water we use to 
clean your car. But because 
it’s still a hand car wash you 
get the professional finish 
you’d expect.” 

All Camcab’s taxi vehicles 
are also serviced and cleaned 
on-site. The eco-wash facility, 
which is open to the public 
seven days a week, cleans up 
to 100 cars a day.
